FDR said he had been fo r W’al- 
lace 100 per cent, that W^allace had 
been his first candidate, ju st as he 
had to ld Go v erno r Arnall sev eral 
weeks befo re Chicag o .

lo wed Ro b Hanneg an, chairman o f 
the Demo cratic natio nal co mmittee 
and o thers asso ciated with Hanne­ 
g an, to sell him o n the idea that 
W^allace had no po litical streng th 
and co u ldn't make the g rade in the 
co nv entio n.

Sod waterways often produce the 
highest hay yields on the farm or make 
good pasture, when fenced off, if they 
are accessible to liv estock. Grass can 
be established in drainagew'ays the 
same as in meadows. Ex perts adv ise, 
“When liming the field, lime the 
waterway; when fertilizing the field, 
fertilize the waterway; when seeding 
the field, seed tlie waterway, too.” 
A mix ture of grasses and legumes is 
used on waterways. 
For fall seeding, 
grasses can be sowm in late August or 
early September, followed by the leg­ 
umes early in the spring. Work has 
to be started v ery early for spring 
seeding.
